the bulk of the misdoing at the door of 
prohibition. They also try to make it ap- 
pear that there is no sincerity among 
those who applaud prohibition law en- 
forcement—that the whole country is di- 
vided into two classes: Those who have a 
little and those who have a little still. 
They accuse the judges who deal out sent- 
ences to bootleggers of quietly embracing 
the flagon in their homes and clubs. They 
want to know how crime ever is going to 
subside while the Volstead Act remains 
in effect. 
An example of how statistics are twisted 
te make out a case for the wets is afforded 
by the comments of some of the eastern 
journals ona report published by the 
National Economic League. Some weeks 
ago the league sent out a questionnaire to 
the members of its national council, which 
consists of 4700 men in all parts of the 
country selected for their community 
standing. These men were asked what they 
considered the main problems of America. 
More than one-fourth of them replied that 
it was lawlessness, while a slightly less 
number voted that it was lack of adminis- 
tration of justice, and still smaller num- 
bers considered the World Court and taxa- 
tion to be the greatest problems. Only 946 
mentioned prohibition in any way. Com- 
menting on the result of the vote, the Chi- 
cago.Dally News, in an editorial headed, 
“The vest National Problem,” endeav- 
ored to make the — appear as a good 
wet argument. “ e 2600 votes in the 
referendum,” says the News, “1050 were 
cast by those who regard the Volstead 
form of prohibition, as well as other ex- 
treme restraints upon personal freedom, as 
being responsible for the widespread dis- 
regard for the law.” And it goes on to 
show from these misstatements of fact that 
prohibition has been a potent cause of that 
grave evil, disrespect of the law—“the grav- 
est facing the country.” While the casual 
reader may be deceived by this loose lump- 
ing of facts he will be more likely to be 
deceived by the figures supposed to have 
been quoted from the league’s report of 
the result of ¢he referendum. Not 2600 
votes, but 4700 were cast, and of these only 
247 were polled by men who made the di- 
rect charge that the prohibition situation 
was responsible for the condition of public 
sentiment that had given rise to so much 
lawlessness in the country. 
Hand-picked statistics may be made to 
prove almost anything. It is evident that 
the opponents of prohibition are making 
altogether too free use of them. It is a 
good thing for the supporters of the Con- 
stitution to check up their weird figures 
occasionally, and see to it that they do not 
deceive too many of those who have not the 
time or opportunity to go behind the re- 
turns.

To music life owes some of its great- 
est inspiration, and within recent years 
especially music hag proved a dominant 
and enriching influence in the American 
community. 

Its prominence in this locality, where 
e seems to contribute toward es- 
thetic development, is unquestioned. Los 
Angeles has always been a music-loving

Mr. Clark has liberally and unwavering- 
ly afforded the most ample resources for 
the maintenance and improvement of the 
Philharmonic, The money that he has 
dedicated to this purpose has Already run 
into many hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars, His support has been constant, and it 
is through his rare devotion to this enter- 
prise, and the very high artistry of Walter 
Henry Rothwell as conductor, that the 
Philharmonic has become such a splendid 
cultural and civic asset.

’ Under Democratic rule and the 
principles promulgated by Presi- 
dent Wilson and Gov.-Gen. Harri- 
son there developed an unrest and 
partisanship which resulted in the 
dismissal by the Tagalog politi- 
cians of Manila and surrounding 
provinces, the dominant native 
race, of nearly all of the American

Congress, have done all they 
possibly could in every way to 
block and oppose the good work 
of Gov..Gen. Wood. Under orders 
of Osmena and Roxas the Legis 
lature passed a law for a “board 
of control,” composed of Osmena 
and Roxas and the GovernorGen- 
eral, which would have the ap 
pointment of all employees of the 
national utilities companies, in- 
cluding the officers of the nation- 
al bank.

to make loans is limited by the money 


at the moment et the disposal of his 


different elients.. At the time that 
you want to borrow money he may 
not have any client with the exact 
amount of money that you want to 
borrow. This, however, is a small 
disadvantage and it is always worth 
while to copsult brokers with private 
clients before you attempt to get 
money from commericial sources. 

The chief disadvantage of dealing 
with brokers pretending to have private 
clients, however, is that they may not 
have the clients that they to 
have and that they will pass your re- 
quest for a loan on to other brokers 
or to commercial sources of money 
without your knowledge and consent. 

If I were attempting to get a loan 
from private money through sa brok- 
er I would stipulate in my agreement 
with him that his requests for money 
on my property must be limited to 
private clients that he knew person- 
ally, that my loan should not be 
submitted to any one through other 
brokers, and should not be submitted 
to commercial sources of money by 
him or by any one else. 

I do not know how to tell you how 
to find out which brokers are reliable 
and which are not. Size is no criter- 
fon in this matter. I know of brok- 
ers who handle only one loan in three 
months, who deal exclusively with 
private clients and; on the other 
hand, 


to give the impression to prospective 
borrowers that they are using private 
funds but who, in reality, turn loans 
over to other brokers and to com- 
mercial sources of ° 

Do not misunderstand me; it is not 
necessarily bad to deal with brokers 
who use commercial money—often it 


is the very best thing to do. In the 
next two articles I shall discuss the 
advantages and disadvantages of the 
broker who uses such funds. It is 
the going to such sources without the 
knowledge and consent of the bor- 
rower that is the practice I condemn.

CHIEFS IN VIEW 


Year to Witness Important 


Changes in High Posts 


Present Commander-in-Chief 


to Shore Duty in July 


Other Probable Transfers in 


Flag Personnel Given

The coming year will witness & 
number of important shifts in com- 
mands of fleet and naval stations on 
the Pacific, at Washington, D. C., and 


at naval stations in our possessions. 


A number of these changes always 
are expected each year, particularly 
since the Navy Department an- 
nounced the policy that fleet com- 
manders would, as in cases of bat- 
tleship and other important com- 
mands, be shifted each year in order 
to give high-ranking naval officers a 
chance to command a fleet or squad- 
ron before he retires from active 
service—-provided, of course, he is se- 
lected for the post by the Secretary 
of the Navy. 

With the news that Admira] Charles 
FP. Hughes, present commander-in- 
United States Fleet, 
would relieve Admiral Edward W. 
Eberle, present chief of naval op- 
erations, in July, 1927, comes the 
unofficial, but very probable, trans- 
fer of Rear-Admiral Richard H. 
Leigh, chief-of-staff to Admiral 
Hughes, to the post of chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, at present 
held by Rear-Admiral William R. 
Shoemaker. Both Admirals Eberle 
and Shoemaker are well known in 
The former 


fleet three years ago, and the latter 
was commanding battleship -divi- 
eions. 


OTHER CHANGES IN SIGHT 


Other important changes will be 
made, and not a few prominent na- 
val officers will be placed on the re- 
tired list vwpon reaching the age 
limit of 64 Rear-Admiral 
Shoemaker will be retired from ac- 
tive duty in the Bureau of Nav‘ca- 
tien February 10, 1927. Admiral 
Clarence 8. Williams, commander- 
in-chief of our Asiatic Fleet, will be 
retired om October 7, 1927; Rear-Ad- 
miral John D. McDonald, present 
commandant of the Pearl Harbor na- 
val base and Fourteenth Naval Dis- 
trict, will go to to the retired list 
November 1, and Rear-Admiral Hil- 
ary P. Jones, senior member of the 
General Board at Washington, will 
be retired November 14.

While reliefs for these impor- 
tant posts have not yet been select- 
ed, it is reperted that Admiral Hughes 
will retain his rank when he takes 
over the duties of chief of naval op- 
erations, the only temporary rank of 
admiral on shore duty, and consid- 
ered the most important billet held 
by a naval officer, as he is often 
called upon to relieve the Secretary 
of the Navy or his assistants.

Last spring, as you know, I had 
a serious illness. I had just begun 
to recover from it when my seven- 
tieth birthday came along and 
brought with it a perfect orgy of 
congratulatory functions and a flood 
of felicitations from all over the 
world that had to be acknowledged. 
I had to take a holiday in Italy to 
recuperate from. the effects of that 
and was hoping to be left in peace 
for a while, but it was not to be. 
In Sweden they took it into their 
heads to award me the Nobel Prize, 
and that has resulted in more lion- 
izing and fuss. 

“It would be sheer madness for me 
to think of visiting America, and now 
the perfection of the phono-film 
makes it entirely unnecessary that I 
should do so. I had no idea what 
results had been achieved with it un- 
til recently, when I was present at a 
demonstration of an Italian one that 
was given in Milan. While they were 
stijl attempting to synchronize sounds 
with actions the effect was simply 
grotesque. I should never have had 
anything to do with such films. But 
now that the sound and the picture 
are both on the same film the effect 
is absolutely lifelixe. 

“I understand that the American 
phono-film is even better than the 
Italian one. I haven't seen it yet, 
but am going to in a week or so and 
if it satisfies me 1 shall probably ac- 
cept an offer that came to me from 
the United States recently to make 
one of myself. 


PRECLUDES HAND-SHAKING 

“So I need not go to America to 
lecture, but can say what 1 want to: 
say to Americans, sifting quietly in 
my study, and pocket $50.000 with- 
out any physical discomfort. Those 
who want to see and hear me will 
be able to do so exactly as well as if 
I were before them in the fiesh— 
with the added advantage to me that 
I shan’t have to shake hands with 
my audiences.” 

Shaw beamed as he threw in this 
characteristically malicious touch. In 
spite of the account he gave of his 
dire physical condition he talked with 
all his customary sparkle and energy 
and his now whitening whiskers 
bristled as aggressively as ever. He 
is looking a shade paler than usual, 
perhaps, but there was no other vis- 
ible evidence that he is any the 
worse for being, as he asserts, lion- 
ized almost to death. 

Almost since he finished “Saint 
Joan” two years ago, Shaw has con- 
centrated on w.iting the big and im- 
mensely sericus book which he calls 
“The Intelligent Woman's Guide to 
Socialism and Capitalism.” That he 
expected to finish it long before this 
is evident f-om the fact that in 
“Who's Who” for 1926 it is listed 
among his works. Knowing that 
Shaw considers it one’ of the most 
important of these, I was anxious 
to discover when it may be expected. 


“BIG CHUNK” AVAILABLE 


“I only wish 1 could tell you,” he 
said. “The writing of that book has 
been one long series of maddening in- 
terruptions. Time and time again I've 
imagined that I was clear—that I 
should be able to get on with it 
undistrubed, and every time, one 
foolish thing or another has hap- 
pened to switch me off it. I shal) 
finish it some day, I suppose, but 
even if I should die tomorrow there 
would be quite a big chunk of it 
available. I suppose I must have 
written at least 120,000 words, s0 
those who are waiting for it are cer- 
tain of something, whatever happens 
to me.” 

Shaw is writing this book, as he 
has written all his recent plays, in- 
cluding “Saint Joan,” in shorthand. 
He uses Pitman’s system, it appears, 
and makes his outlines so carefully 
(putting in all the vowel signs) that 
his secretary, when transcribing 
them, rarely has to ask him what one 
stands for. 

Apropos of the recent Tunney in- 
cident, Shaw explained how he came 
to write “The Admirable Bashville,” 
which is a dramatization. In Eliza- ‘ 
bethan blank verse, of “Cashel By- 
ron'’s Profession.” 

“It came about,” sald Shaw, 
“through my hearing that James J. 
Corbett, who had been appegring in 
New York in a dramatic version of 
my novel, made without my knowl- 
edge or consent, was planning to ap- 
pear in it in London. In order to 
prevent this, I hastily wrote “The 
Admirable Bashville” and had it pro- 
duced for copyright purposes.”

As it is, it is a very serious allment in 
many cases. Its symptoms range from very 
mild to extreme and fatal. Usually it is 
co-existent with tuberculosis, empyema or 
pus in the chest and chronic bronchitis, car- 
rying the same symptoms as-these diseases. 


In advanced cases the patient has ex- 
tremé difficulty in breathing, together with 
considerable pain and cyanosis (bluish dis- 
coloration) on the least exertion. 


The other symptoms markedly simulate 
tuberculosis—its wasting fever, expectora- 
tion of huge quantities of mucous and pus, 
and other signs. «

Correct breathing, normal posture and a

As I was in the rice business in Texas for 
some years prior to coming to Los Angeles 
I can explain this to you, though I am fully 
in sympathy with your position from a 
dietetic standpoint—and always buy the 
“brown” rice from an Asia store. 

As you know, all rice is raised in a warm, 
humid climate. It is impossible to carry it 
through a warm season witbout the oil from 
the bran more or less penetrating the body 
of the, rice, and the whole thing becomes 
somewhat rancid or, as is called by rice 
men “funky.” Also, s0 soom as summer 
comes the wevil attacks the berry and eats 
out the germ. The only way to avoid these 
conditions is to ship north—say, to Kansas 


City, and put the rice into cold storage, . 


Re- 
moving the bran, and scouring the berry, 


leaves it dull and dusty. You can buy it in © 


that form as “unpolished” rice. The. talc 
and glucose are put on for the same reason 
that flour is made “high patent.” Hot 
water removes it in washing. .

Aneurism is an aflment which is frequent- 
ly encountered, yet, the general public 
knows little about it. 

It is so closely allied with many of the 
other heart and blood diseases and ite symp- 
toms are so closely identified with them that 
frequently they are confused with each 
other. 

Technically, an aneurism is a small blood 
tumor filled with either solid or liquid 
blood, generally lying inside a large blood 
vessel. 

Aneurisms of the aorta or vena cava are 
the most general type encountered. 

Concerning the pathology of the disease, 
very little is known as to ite causes or his- 
tory. Much is known of its structure and 
form,

Again, it is demonstrated as a result of 
strain, usually associated with violent mus- 
cular effort.

If we understood an aneurism as being a 
inside a blood vessel, we could then get 
some idea as to its. formation. 


We know that every artery, no matter 
how large or small, is compelled to dilate 
and contract constantly with each heart- 
beat. We also know that, in order to do 
this, the elastic tissue in the arteries must 
be resilient and flexible. 


When this tissue is inflexible and resist- 
ant, we have a condition known as arter- 
losclerosis or hardening of the arteries. 

The inelasticity and inflexibility of the 
artery would, of itself, be a prime factor in 
greatly dilated blood vessel or a sac formed 
the production of aft aneurism in so far as it 
would not permit the free and easy passage 
of the blood contained in the vessel. 

In order to force the huge quantities of 
blood through, Nature would be compelled 
to create dilated pouches or aneurisms. 

Again, the condition of the bloodstream 
would also determine the formation of clots. 
When the blood is of that quality that lib- 
eral quantities of toxic material are present 
in it, it is a very easy matter for foreign 
shbstances to get into the circulation. 

Foreign substances form clots. A clot en- 
larges, dilates the vessel and an aneurism 
is the result. ; 

Thus far I have given a sort of general 
background for aneurism. You, the reading 
public, will not understand it unless you 
are also familiar with its symptoms. 

In chest aneurism (by far the most popu- 
lar kind) paroxysmal, periodic, sharp, lanci-

If the vessel dilates large enough, there 
is pressure against the wind-pipe with a 
slight sense of constant strangulation. 
Coughing, violent and sporadic, usually re- 
sults.

The breathing may also be very difficult. 


If-there is pressure on the nerves, hoarse- 
hess or even loss of voice may occur. In 
some few Cases hemorrhage may occur 
from the trachea (windpipe) in which case 
the symptoms are sometimes confused with 
tuberculosis. 


In many cases the pupil on one side will 


_be dilated. One side of the face may also 


be flushed with periodic temperature and 
perspiration. 

By far the most reliable signs are the 
peculiar sounds elicited with the stetho- 
scope over the heart, over the aneurism, 
and, in fact, over the common areas where 
the pulse is felt. 

These, mm general, are the symptoms. A 
well-taken X-ray or fluoroscope will usually 
confirm the diagnosis. 

When once this has been established, the 
great question before the patient is, “What 
is to be done?” 

Our standard medical text-books agree 
that the best that is known in medicine is 
palliative entirely. 

Sometimes they give potassium iodide to 
depress the forceful dilations of the heart. 
The injurious effects of such measures 
should be apparent to all. 

In general, the best measures that present 
themselves are absolute rest and quiet plus © 
& program of strenuous elimination. 

In thé seVere case of thoracic aneurism, 
where there is constant danger of the ves- 
sel’s breaking, I would recommend complete 
rest and quiet in bed with a diet consisting 
exclusively of fruit juices for an indefinite 
period until the violent symptoms subside. | 

The bowels should be kept open by re- 
peated flushings. 

Sudden chills and exposure should be 
rigorously avoided. 


Above all, more important than all other 


measures, are the emotional strains. Sud- 
den anger or excitement is liable to be 
fatal. 

Quiet, peace and calm are the most ef- 
fective measures toward preventing an 
aneurism rupture. 

Those suffering from this ailment should 
understand the “why” and the “wherefore” 
of this disease as well as the measures to be 
taken to prevent its fatal termination.

Hay Fever 


There is very little essential difference 
between hay fever and asthma. In a sense, 
asthma is merely the-extension of hay fever 
deep into the lung tissues. 

Asthma usually affects the nose, pharynx 
and lungs. Hay fever is generally confined 
to the nasal portion of the respiratory tract. 

Modern medicine believes that both these 


diseases are due to anaphylaxis, a process 


of peculiar susceptibility to certain poisons, 
foods, pollens or viruses. 

It is for this reason that the goldenrod 
and other weeds have been held responsible 
for asthma. It is also because of this hy- 
pothesis. that we have the current practice 


of determining the asthma or hay fever «a 
diet by means of subcutaneous injections of * * 


various foodstuffs. 

The seasonal nature of both hay fever 
and asthma constitutes a group of symptoms 
which markedly differentiate these diseases 


- from most of the other respiratory ailments. 


Almost to the day, the average hay fever 
sufferer can tell when his attack is due. 

The medical theorist believes this is due

“Tell It to the Marines” has noth- 
ing to do with the World War. In 
this respect it is an exception to 
the majority of pictures that have 
presented life in the United States 


service. It is a romantic, adven- 


turous and quite amusing impres- 


sion of the experiences of the Sol- 
diers of the Sea, entertaining to a 
highly acceptable degree, and af- 
fords especially good performances 
by Lon Chaney, William Haines 


and Eleanor Boardman, who have- 


the three principal roles. Eddie 
Gribbon and Carmel Myers share 
interest in the support, Gribbon in 
comedy part, and Miss Myers as a 
charmer of the Southern seas. 
Gribbon, incidentally, is very good. 

Chaney has abandoned his dis- 
guises in this production. He ap- 
pears “straight” as the Marine Ser- 
geant O'Hara, a routined service 
man, poetically hard-boiled in his 
devotion to the game of soldiering. 

However, while this part may 
superficially be different from 
others that he has played, it is 
characteristically like 
other portrayals in its note of sac- 
rifice, indicated at the close of the 
production. On the whole, it is a 
very excellent portrayal for Cha- 
ney, and notably interesting as a 
departure from many of his pre- 
vious efforts. 

Haines is exceptional. He does 
a character that is enlivened with 
both humor and sympathy—-a thor- 
oughly irresponsible individual, 


_continually getting into scrapes of 


various sorts. This character by 
the same token is exceedingly well 
drawn. 

Miss Boardman’s role offers no 
special acting opportunities, but 
she fills it both pleasingly and sat- 
isfactorily for what it is worth. 
Her best scenes, as scenes, are 
where she is at outs with the hero. 

The plot of the picture, as a plot, 
has no great or extraordinary val- 
ues, but will please and that is un- 
doubtedly the main thing in this 
instance. The climax of the rescue 
of the Americans during the Chi- 
nese revolt is but a fair climax at 
best, for all that the full amount 
of gunpowder, justified by the event, 
may have been used. It lacks spec- 
tacular emphasis. 

The picture on the whole appeals 
through its humanness—the fact 
that it quite enjoyably illuminates 
the experiences of the raw recruit, 
and a very unwilling recruit in the 
bargain. Haines manages to get 
himself into one fix after another, 


first through the manner of his en- |

navy, and gets heavily mauled him-

O WE select vegetable varieties for 
D their edible qualities or on their 
looks? 
with our eyes”? 3 
Apparently we do, for in nearly every 
market of the country, there are well estab- 
lished “market preferences” in vegetables 
that cannot be explained except for the fact 
that the trade calls for certain sorts. Which 
is reason enough, generally, from a business 
standpoint, to stick to afly commodity. 
However, it is well to look occasionally 
‘into this situation, to see if any constructive 
effort that can be made to change these 
preferences to the advantage of grower, mid- 


_ dleman and consumer. We know, of course, 


thai there are often some very good 
for specializing on a certain variety that 
may not rank with others in edible quality. 


It may be a matter of difference in yields, 


keeping quality, or other factors making for 
profit. Generally, however, the real reason 
why one vegetable variety outsells another | 
is because of its better appearance, its ap 
peal to the eye. 

In California, where most of our vege- 
tables are produced for shipment out of the 
State, there is ample reason for selecting a 
variety which holds up well in transit. We 
are situated thousands of miles from our 
best markets. The variety must be of good 
appearance, also. Im too many cases, how- 


ever, these same varieties are used for the 
local market, and are not the best types 
that we can produce from a statidpoint of 
edible quality. 

These comments will have to do with mar- 
ket garden specialities, vegetables produced 
only for the local market. Local market 
preferences are attributed by dealers and 
growers to the housewife. She buys some 
variety for years, and does not care to try a 
new one. “Why,” say the dealers, “should 
we try to put forward other varieties, even 
if they are of better edible quality? Sg 
t 
hard to introduce new sorts, Why change?” 

But there is a good sound business reason 
why we should change, locally, to the bet- 
Sales of all vege- 
tables have increased remarkably during 
recent years, but this increase could be 
greatly accelerated if the consumer was to 
be offered and taught to buy only the best 
quality types. In other words, the consump- 
tion of a vegetable can be augmented 
through the offering of only the most pala- 
table sorts, a plan calculated to stimulate 
the appetite for the vegetable itself, and 
consequently to bring about its more fre- 
quent use in the home. 

FOR EXAMPLE, SWEET CORN 


To tlustrate this point, take sweet corn. 

The Los: Angeles market has always 
favored Oregon Evergreen above all other 
varieties, Country Gentleman and other 
sweet corns have been tried, as well as the 
early and late Adams, really a field corn 
with no particular favor. The Oregon Ever- 
green is a good white sweet corn, a prolific 
and early twelve to fourteen-row sort, with 


deep full grain. It has a fair sugar content; 


the husks are tight, and bear at the tip long 
leaf-like growths, which characterfke the 
variety in this section. Housewives gener- 
ally ask for it by name.

Revival of Adobe Construction Newest 
“Back-to-Soil” Movement 


By JOHN ANSON FORD 


OUTHERN California's soil, yielding so 
S generously of choice agricultural prod- 

ucts, has assumed new interest for 
dwellers in thig favored section with the 
significant prediction of architects and con- 
tractors that the adobe building methods of 
the days of the padres have returned to 
stay in the Southland. There has been a 
decided trend toward what has sometimes 
been called “mud building” in the last few 
years. Nor is the use of this “native” ma- 
terial confined to the construction of homes. 
Country clubs, libraries, public schools and 
other public or semi-public buildings, cor- 
structed of the same easily obtainable 
mud, are appearing in cities in California, 
Arizona, New Mexico and Texas. 

So popular have these “castles of clay” 
proven locally, that many of the attractive 
homes recently constructed in and near Los 
Angeles, have been built entirely of adobe. 
Most of them follow in their design the 
simple but effective lines of the Mexican 
and Spanish types found here by the early 
American settlers; the builders of others 
have adapted the even simpler style of the 
Indian civilizations of Arizona and New 
Mexico; some, seeking more ornamentation, 
have been able to create of their homely 
medium places .of varied and pretentious 
architeeture. Ag might be expected, the 
adobe house is finding considerable favor in 
many farming communities, the construc- 
tion material being readily evailable on the 


spot and the need for much of the matert- 
al ordinarily entering into building being 
largely reduced. In some such communi- 
ties, notably in northern Kern county, in 
San Fernando Valley, tm northern San 
Diego county, in parts of Riverside county, 
in Victor Valley in San Bernardino county 
and in the Huntington Park district a care- 
ful study is being made of adobe’s builging 
possibilities. 

The departments of agriculture in the 
numerous States are sponsoring expert- 
ments in building with various types of 
earth structures and “houses built from the 
ground up” may prove to have a wider 
range of usefulmess than has been supposed. 
In Washington, D. C., New Jersey, Missouri, 
Indiana, Ulinois, Canada, Kansas and North 
Dakota test houses literally “built from the 
earth under them,” have, it is reported, 


proven entirely satisfactory. That some > 


such general type of construction is possi- 
ble throughout the United States, except in 
heavily forested mountainous sections or on 
steep grades where the buildings can not be 
anchored because of the heavy weight of 
the wall does” not appear unrea- 


sonable. 

Southern California, however, is the real 
home of the “adobe.” Hete adobe construc- 
tion is carried on in much the same manner 
as in the days when the Indians were taught 
to mix the mud and fashion the bricks for

rowed variety, we consider the sweetest. 
In order of maturity, these varieties are de- 
scribed as follows: First, early, Golden 
Bantam, eight rows; second, early, Golden 
Rod, ten to twelve rows, and Whipples Yel- 
low, maturing with Golden Rod, twelve to 
fourteen rows; third, late season, Golden 
Giant, fourteen rows and, late, Golden 
Country Gentleman, irregular grain. We 
consider these varieties the leaders in Yel- 
low Corn, although there are many other 
sorts.” 


Another well-known seed company in the 
East describes the Golden Bantam as fol- 
lows: “A Golden Bantam ear is from six 
to six and a half inches long, with ‘eight 
rows pf wide, deep, orange grain. It is . 
early, being fit for use in seventy days after 
planting. These small ears are of desirable 
size for the table, as it is much more 
adapted to convenience in eating from the 
cob. From the gardener’s angle, Golden 
Bantam is popular because of its growing 
habit, which permits much closer planting. 
This, we believe, equalizes yields per acre 
as between the Bantam and the large white 


“Two other varieties we list and are well 
acquainted. One is Golden Giant, which is 
a cross between Golden Bantam and Howl 
ing Mob, the latter an early sixteen-rowed 
white corn, ears about nine te ten inches 


> 


jong, and very sweet. The resalt of this 


cross measures eight inches long and has 
sixteen. to eighteen straight rows of yellow 
grains of high quality, coming into season a 
week or so later than Bantam. 


“Golden Cream is the result of a cross of — 
Bantam and Country Gentleman, with the 
characteristic irregular grain of the latter 
and the sweetness and size of the former. 
It is ready a week or so later than the Gold- 
en Giant. All three, the Golden Giant, 


‘Golden Bantam and Golden Cream, are of 


high quality, and we are sure that if given 
a fair trial, they will supersede most of the 
white sorts grown, except the late sorts, 
such as Country Gentleman and Stowell’s 
Evergreen.” 


These statements are quoted to give “the 
local gfower an idea of the new varieties 
offered, and some of the characteristics of 
them. The writer has tried two, the Golden 
Bantam and the Golden Giant, having plant- 
ed the Bantam in a home garden for sev- 
eral years. It is far superior in tenderness 
and flavor to any white corn I have ever 
tried. The Golden Giant has every qualifica- 
nan of the Oregon Evergreen with a better 

vor. 

Summing up the advantages and disadvan- 
tages of the golden grain varieties, then, we 
find that generally they are earlier; that the 
size attracts rather than detracts from the 
consumers’ standpoint; that they are more 
tender, and that the sugar content averages 
From 
the growers’ standpoint, difference in yields 
may be a factor, but the writer has secured 
as high yields from Golden Giant as from . 
Oregon Evergreen, and it matures just as 
early. The main disadvantage lies in the 
fact that it is unpopular on the market at 
the present time, and the grower takes his 


chances. 


But the eastern growers put it over, so 
there is no reason why we couldn't. Look- 
ing in to the methods used, the writer found — 
that when the eastern housewife was given — 
the opportunity to buy and use yellow corn, 
the family usually called for an encore. The 
trouble experienced has been that most peo- 
ple are prejudiced against it on acount of

varieites as field corn, and close kin to the 
Yellow Dent and others.

The Ofetnamed methed is our old one, 
used here for many years. By use of a iong 


wire, the feld (after a Goat has been run - 


over it) can be marked.off into rows with a 
long wire. Most gardeners are familiar 
with this method of jaying-out rows. The 
planter then straps a can for seed around 
his waist, then with a regular shovel, plants 
the seed in hills about thirty inches apart. 
This he does by setting the biade so that it 


penetrates about an inch below the dry soll — 


mulch, then, by showing forward on the 
handle, a space in Back of the blade whére 
the seed can be dropped, is made. Then, 
the blade is withdrawn and the seed is 
covered the proper depth. One can cover 
quite an area in a day by this method. Some 
growers draw furrows three feet apart, then 
drop seed in hills, covering it with a quick 
side kick of the foot. This method is prac 
tical and perhaps faster than shovel plant- 


ing. 
The late crops are planted in the bottom 
of éight-inch furrows, either by hand or with 
planters. Furrows are drawn 


because during the warmer nronths it is ad- 


visable to get the seed in this pesition so 
that it will not dry out so quickly, and also 
because it is important that for warmer sea- 
son growing, the roots be started as far be- 
low the surface level as possible. 

Our growers, then, plant early sweet corn 
on the level, so that it can take advantage 
of the spring sunshine, and in the bottom of 
furrows later on, to protect the seed from 
the more strenuous sunshine of the summer 
months. 

After planting, sweet corn requires consid- 
erable attention. Owners make the best of 
spring rains by harrowing them in before 
the seed is up, or cultivating between rows 
with a harrow-toothed cultivator. The hills 
are thinned when the plants are about six 
inches high, the number left depending 
largely upon the known strength of the soil. 
Usually it is three. After thinning, the rows 
are hilled-up with a cultivator, making a 
wide shallow furrow for irrigation. _ 

Sweet corn must be suckered three times 
in Southern California. This is a very ex- 
pensive operation, but absolutely neces- 
sary, for the suckers would soon outgrow 
the parent stalk. The first suckering is 
done when the stalks are about twelve 
inches high; the second, when they are two 
feet tall, and the last when the ears begin 
to form. On the last time over, the ears on 
the stalks are also thinned down. 

Our growers have learned that suckering 
can be done quickly and safely by grasping 
the parent stalk in one hand, then, with the 
other, giving the sucker a quick pull and 
twist. This was one of the writer's duties 
as a junior market gardener, and 
memories of the hot summer days in the 
cornfield are deep graven in his mind. 

Sweet corn is irrigated about every ten 
days, in wide shallow furrows, followed a 
few days later by cultivation. A special rig- 
up is used, so that the soil between rows is 
thoroughly cultivated. A lister attachment 
_ out a new furrow for the next irriga- 

on. 

Harvesting and makating sweet corn in 
the Southland is an interesting process. A 
narrow box sied is used to carry the ears 
from the field to a shady spot, where it is 
packed. This sled, drawn by a safe horse, 


is run down between rows, and the pickers 


are able to work rapidly. Two men can 
ae several hundred boxes a day with this 
outit. 

The Los Angeles lug box is the container 
used for sweet corn. Three layers of a 
dozen ears each are packed in it and when 
an experienced workman fixes up this pack- 
age it is very attractive. He starts by pack- 
ing six ears in the bottom, butts against the 
end pieces, then another six against the 
other end. Two layers complete the box, 
and as the lug has inch and a half cleats on 
top of the end pieces, then butts of the last 
layer are held in place. 

Sweet corn sells on the local ‘market 
early for around $2 a box. During the mid- 
season it gets down as low as 50 cents a 
box, which is just about as low as a grower 
can afford to take: However, experienced 
growers are specializing on the early mar- 
kets, and leaving the middle season to other 


not compete. 


MAY GROW RUBBER 


SALINAS.—Considerable interest has 
been aroused here over the word of experi- 
ments with the guayule plant in this part 
of Monterey county. A company has been 
making investigations in the valley, and its 
experts say that there should be 1500 acres 
producing to justify the erection of a rub 
ber extracting plant. As the crop is gath- 
ered every four years, this would call for 
6000 acres planted to guayule all the time. 
Tests here are said to indicate a production 
of enough matured shrubs on an acre to 
produce 1000 pounds of commercial rubber 
each four years. 


VISALIA.—While the Tulare county wal- 
nut crop this season fell short of previous 


had been expected. The quality is reported 
to be very good, and the prices are satisfac- 
tory. 
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The Unwelcome Guest 


ERE is ome occasional winter visitor, 

entirely aninvited, whom Southern 
Californians never like to have drop in on 
them—Jack Frost. 


The growers with winter crops look with 


apprehension at their thermometers as the 
coojer months come, for we do sometimes 
have frosts, and while to the mittened

From Poultry 


CORONA.—One of the successful poul- 
try enterprises in this vicinity is that of 
Mrs. Maud Mackay who asserts that she is 
making a good living from her 1300 White 
Leghorn hens and that she does it without 
any hired or other help. 


For several years Mr. and Mrs. Mackay 
operated a grocery store at one of the beach 
towns. Later they ran a dairy ranch, but 
finally failing health forced Mr. Mackay to 
retire and they settled im Corona. When he 
died there several ‘years ago Mrs. Mackay 
turned her attention to poultry asa means of 
modest income. 

She started in the business with G00 hens 
and each year has increased the flock until it 
hag reached its present size. Her plant occt- 
pies three acres, country property when 
they bought it, in the city now. She makes 
no claim to expert knowledge of poultry- 
craft, but says she follows the rules of com- 
mon sense and conscientious work. She culls 
her flock by her own standards twice a year. 

According to Mrs. MacKay, each hen 
should produce twelve dozen eggs a year. 
At an average price of 30 cents a dozen, 
this would bring’ in $3.60 per hen. The cost 
of upkeep for a hen she estimates at 15 
cents a month, or $1.80 a year. She adds 
.30 cents a year to each hen’s cost for losses 
or emergencies, which leaves a balance of 


$1.50 per hen per annum.

The enduring, fire- 
proofing and insulating qualities of this ma- 
terial all commend it; and in Southern Cali- 
fornia, of course, it is particularly adaptable 
to the Spanish architectural designs which 
prevail. 
One of the most recent ventures in adobe 
building on an important scale has been car- 
ried out in the town of Adelanto, an orchard 


from Victorville on the edge of the Mojave 
desert. Although an elevation of more than 
3000 feet in this part of Victor Valley some- 
what tempers the desert heat during the 
summer months, adobe hag been adopted 
for all homes and buildings in the town, as it 
has been found that the houses so built re- 
main cooler during the warmest weather 
than those of any other type and that they 
are equally impervious to the chill of win- 
ter. Economy in building has also been ef- 
fected at Adelanto by the use of adobe, 
since the homes can be constructed of the 
earth excavated for the foundation of the 
house, thereby eliminating the necessity 
and expense of trucking in loads of lumber 
and other building materials. The most 
notable addition to this community's adobe . 
buildings is a new public school.
